H.  by  Rev. James  Adams, May  28,1864,  to 
Guy  Scoby  Rlx,  born  In  Littleton, N.  H.  ®ov.  12, 1828, son  of  Guy 
Carlton  and  Martha  (Gates)  Rlx.  (His  father  was  a '’’'Rolling 
stone, gathered  no  Moss”*). 

Mr. Rlx  received  his  education  in  the  common  schools  of  Littleton, 
of  Rpnvllle  and  Waterford, Vt , and  Barnston  and  Compton, Canada, 
and  in  1842, he  entered  the  High  School  of  Rumney,K.  H.  when  in 
1843,  his  parents  removed  to  the  village  of  Mlddleport , Rl- gr.-* 
County,®. Y.  Here  ho  entered  the  academy  at  the  rge  of  sixteen 
years, graduating  therefrom  In  June  1846. Prom  that  time  on  he 
worked  with  his  father  as  a blacksmith  until  ho  was  rge.  In  1848, 
hls  father  purchased  a house  and  lot  and  blacksmith  in  n little 
h’mlot  called  Joddo,ln  the  town  of  Ridgeway,  Orleans  county  about 
four  miles  from  Mlddleport ,r  nd  It  was  thought  ho  had  settled  downj 
for  good,  but  wan  discontented  and  wanted  to  be  on  the  ?"*cve,so  In 
1851, he  sold  out  ond  moved  t o Manchester, Mich.  Hls  son  Guy. instead 
of  going  to  Michigan  with  his  parents, came  east  to  visit  his 
grandparent r, who  lived  in  Hnvorhlll, intending  'ftor  his  visit  to 
go  to  his  home  in  Manchester, but  meeting  the  lady  whom  l-ter  be- 
came hls  wife, he  decided  to  remain  oast. He  soon  entered  the  em- 
ploy of  Jon''th*'n  3.  Nlcholsof  Haverhill.  While  hore,  Joseph  Gibbs, 
who  kept  n livery  stable  in  Lltt let  on,  had  seen  in  Her;  York  a 
bent  buggy  pole  the  like  of  which  ho  had  never  seen  In  H.  H.  end 
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hearing  of  a man  in  Haverhill  from  New  York  working  for  Mr.  Nlcholp , come 
to  Mr.  Nichole  and  made  hie  wants  known.  He  eald  he  hod  a man  from 
)New  York,  but  could  say  ae  he  knew  anything  about  a bent  pole, and  when 
seen, was  told  he  knew  all  about  what  was  wanted, and  could  make  one. 

I 

A pole  was  ordered, and  both  wood  end  Iron  work  was  done  by  Mr.  Rlx.  Mr. 
Daniel  C.Culmby  had  Just  eetabllshed  a oarrlsge  shop  in  Littleton, and 
saw  the  pMe.and  was  determined  if  poeelble  to  secure  the  man  who  made 
the  pole, and  came  to  Haverhill*  and  made  gudh  Inducements  to  him,  that  in 
the  spring  of  186S  he  entered  his  employ.  On  the  16th  day  of  June  18 
his  intended  fell  and  injured  her  spine  and  was  confined  to  her  bed  for 
thirteen  months.  In  June  1063, his  father  came  east  to  visit  his  p- rents, 
and  was  induced  to  go  home  with  him  to  Manchester, which  he  did. 

Here  he  entered  into  partnership  with  Mr. Monroe  Ingraham  In  the  foundry 
and  machine  business  generally.  In  May  1864, he  received  a letter  from  in- 
tended, saying  she  had  so  far  had  recovered  from  her  injury, th'  t v^hen  It 
i*^)eoame  weather,  she  would  be  able  t o go  with  him  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 
The  last  of  May  1864, came  a warm  spell  of  weather,  and  he  started  hast  for 
his  hrlde,and  was  married  the  first  time  they  had  met  since  her  injury. 
Immediately  'fter  his  marriage, he  returned  to  Manchester  with  his  wife. 
That  same  fall,  both  he  and  his  wife  was  taken  down  with  fever  and  hrylr^^ 
all  they  wonted  of  the  fever  stricken  country, he  disposed  his  interest 
, In  the  business  and  returned  to  Li ttlet on, and  again  entered  the  employ  of 
Mr.  Culmby. 

In  the  spring  ofl866,ho  received  flaterlng  offers  to  enter  the  employ  of 

Lewis  Downing;, who  was  In  littleton  at  the  time  which  offer  vv.f  iccepted, 

and  moved  to  Concord  the  second  V/edneoday  of  March,  1056,  and  entered  the 

employ  of  Lewis  Lowing  and  3ons,ooach  builders.  Here  ho  rem^'lned  until 

^he  wnr  of  lC6l,whcn  tho  carriage  business  almost  ceased, when  he  pulled 

up  stakes  and  romovod  to  Western  New  N.  Y.  and  entered  Into  company  with 

his  brother  Joel  in  the  carriage  and  custom  blaoksmlthlng  business,  lo 
oated  at  County  Line,  Village  and  postoffloe  of  that  name  on  the  line 

between  the  oo  unties  of  and  Niagara. 
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Here  he  remained  until  July  21«1862.when  he  enlisted  in  Co. A.  I20 th, K.  Y. 
Inft.and  the  regiment  wnB  mustered  In  the  United  States  service, in  Lock- 
^ port,  Aug,  22, 1862,  and  left  the  next  dry  for  Camp  Belgor,  Baltimore , lid.  and 
arrived  there  the  next  day.  Here  the  regiment  received  their  guns,  and 
the  ?6th,  the  regiment  relieved  the  famous  7th  H.  Y.  Vol.  Inft,  at  Federal 
Hiss,  In  the  heart  of  Baltimore.  On  the  29th  day  of  Deoemher, 1862 , the 
regiment  wa^  reorgpnl7,ed  Into  the  8th  Hew  York  Heavey  Artillery. 

On  the  2l8t  of  October  1862, he  was  appointed  regiment rl  armorer  stationed 
at  Ford  Fedor^'l  Hill, and  on  the  17th  day  of  Mn  y,  1863,  he  wes  ordered  to 
Fort  lioHenry,  Baltimore  as  Brigade  armorer.  The  regiment  was  stationed 
In  and  around  Baltimore  until  General  campaign  of  1864, when  the  regi- 
ment W'>8  ordered  to  the  front.  In  the  meant  Imc,  Lir.  Fix  h*  d bought 

the  old  homestead  in  Jeddo,and  his  wife  and  children  was  v/ith  him  when  the 
regiment  was  ordered  to  the  front.  He  had  sent  for  his  parents  to  come  to 
their  old  home  in  Joddo,to  live  with  him  in  their  declining  years.  Two 
, weeks,  after  the  regiment  left,  Mr.  Hi  x was  relieved  from  detached  duty.He 
Saw  his  wife  and  children  nboard  the  oars  to  go  to  their  new  home  in 
Jeddo.  She  landed  at  his  brother  Joel's  house  all  worn  out.  She  g* ve  the 
money  to  Joel  to  buy  the  necessary  furniture  housekeeping, which  he  did, 
and  h^d  It  all  set  upland  when  she  went  to  her  now  home, she  had  never 
seen  a single  person  living  In  Jeddo.  Toward  night, she  was  sitting  on  t^e 
edge  of  the  bed  hewallng  her  fate  with  her  children  arourtd  her  trjring  to 
comfort  her,  and  Mary  the  eldest  said  ’’'Here  comes  a man  through  the 
gate'’'', and  her  mother  gnve  one  looksnd  was  almost  soared  to  dor  t];i,  when 
a rnp  on  the  door  which  was  fastened,  and  soon  another  rap  and  a voice 
was  heard, open  the  door  for  Frank  Rlx,  a voice  she  recognized,  and 
""Richard  was  himself  again"".  The  next  day  his  p^ironts  arrived  t their 
old  homo.  For  severr-l  weeks, she  had  m- dc  the  proposition  to  the  grand- 
father and  grandmother  if  they  would  caro  for  her  chlldre.shc  would  go 
to  Washington  and  offer  her  services  as  a nurse. 
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to  the  government,  and  when  she  learned  that  her  husband  vt^is  wounded 
and  in  hospital  In  Washington,  she  said  '"’Father  what  shall  i do'"'.  The 
^|fandmother  Bald  go  to  Washington,  you  may  be  the  means  of  saving  of 
Guy’s  life"".  We  will  care  for  the  children"",  that  settled  It,  and  she 
left  for  Washington, July  7,  1864, via  Hew  York  City,  the  road  in  Pennsyl- 
vanlp,  the  most  direct  way  being  out  by  the  rebels.  She  arrived  In 
Washington  In  the  early  morning  of  July  9th  , over  the  Baltimore  end 
Ohio  railroad,  being  the  last  train  over  the  ZKCBk  road  which  w s out 
by  Gen.  Early  about  an  hour  afterwards.  The  next  day  Gen.  Early  lay  selge 
to  Fort  Stevens,  about  two  mllesfrom  Mount  Pleasant  Hospital  where  yr. 
Rlx  lay  with  his  right  leg  amputated.  Mrs.  Rlx  offered  her  services  with” 
outout  enlltlng, which  were  accepted, and  she  asked  to  be  assigned  to 
Mount  Pleasant  Hospital  where  he  husband  was  which  request  was  granted, 
and  ordered  to  report  to  head  surgeonxBllss  of  that  hospital, pnd  he 
ordered  her  to  report  to  surgeon  Mulford  ward  four.  Miss  Hall , tron. 
^Hp.Rlx  did  her  share  In  oaring  for  those  In  her  ward,  and  those  brought 
In  from  the  battle  of  Fort  Stevens,  Jdly  12th, 1864, when  Mr.  Rlx  was  re- 
lieved from  detached  service, he  was  ordered  to  report  to  his  which  he 
did  at  Horth  Anna  River, Va.  May  1864, and  the  day  he  was  in  first  battle, 
^rom  North  Anna  River, the  reglmentmarehed  to  Cold  Harbor, where  he  was 
engpged  In  the  battle  of  that  place  fought  June  3,  1864. Here  the  regi- 
ment remained  until  the  12th, when  the  regiment  marched  for  Petersburg 
via, Charles  City  Court  House, where  It  orossed  the  James  River  In  steam 
boats, and  arrived  in  front  of  Petersburg  In  the  evening  of  the  15th  of 
June,  1864.  Mr.  Rlx  was  engaged  in  the  battles  in  front  of  Petersburg, 

June  16,17,19  and  22nd,  in  whldh  he  was  wounded  and  was  taken  to  the 
field  hospital, and  then  to  City  Point,  ond  then  was  taken  on  a s c-mer  for 
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WaehliT^ton,  and  wag  the  laot  one  taken  on  tind  the  last  one  taken  off 
^?o  he  heard  the  hearcs  say.  He  was  taken  to  Moimt  Pleasant  Hospit''!  where 
his  right  leg  was  amputated  July  7,1864. The  first  oi  Hovemher , he  obtained 
a furlough,  and  his  wife  resigned  as  nurse  and  aooompanlod  her  husbrnd 
home. When  his  furlough  had  nearl;^' expired, he  returned  to  Washington^ 
and  was  discharged  Mar.  21,1066, and  returned  home  to  Jeddo. 

3oon  he  established  anew  the  carriage  business  at  the  old  shop  of  his 
fathers  which  he  carried  on  until  1873, when  ho  m?^de  a visit  to  Concord, 
when  an  opening  presented  Itself  which  looked  very  favorable, and  taking 
advantage  of  it, ho  returned  home  end  aocppted  an  offer  of  long  standing, 
sold  his  house  and  lot,  shop  and  business  to  his  hrother-ln-law  end  mov“ 
ed  to  Concord  In  Hovenber  following.  Here  he  entered  the  employ  of  the 
Concord  Carriage  Compony  as  foreman  in  the  blaeksralth  shop  at  a salary  of 
twelve  hundred  dollars, which  position  he  hold  until  1879.  In  the  summer 
^f  that  year Mr.  Joseph  Palmer,  a spring  maker  of  Concord, was  commissioned 
by  the  Andrew  Wight  Company  of  St.  Louis, Mo.  , to  recommend  a man  who  a 
first  class  mechanic  and  who  understands  carriage  work  of  Concord  stile, 
•to  enter  their  employ  as  superintendent,  and  Mr.Rlx  was  recommended. 

In  Allgust  1879 , Mr.  P^’trldge, treasurer  of  theAndrew  Wight  Company  came  to 
Concord  to  see  for  himself, and  after  Interviewing  Mr.Rlz,and  satisfied 
of  his  capabilities,  a contract  wag  made  for  his  services  ns  superintend” 
ent  beginning  the  first  of  November  1079,  at  a salary  of  eighteen  hundred 
doll-<rs,  and  went  there  according  to  contract. 

In  the  fall  of  the  next  year,  his  family  came  to  St.  Louis,  but  his  wife 
was  very  ill  all  that  winter  "nd  home-sick,  and  in  the  spring, he  returned 
with  his  f'^mlly  to  Concord, and  after  they  had  settled  In  housekeeping, 
he  returned  to  3t.  Louis.  After  about  four  years, the  company  abanf^onod  the 
Carriage  business,  and  turned  the  entire  plant  into  the  rnanuf '^■etdr ing 
of  Hlectrlc  street  oars,  being  the  first  manufactures  of  electric  cars 
in  the  west.

ilr.  Rlx,  not  undorotandlng  such  work,  neither  oaring  for  It,  roelgn- 
ed  and  roturnod  home,  and  reeuraed  hie  original  ^eeltlon  v^ith  the 
Concord. 

He  has  been  since  boyhood  a strong  temporance  boy  ono  n^n,  and 
probably  Is  the  oldest  ”**Son  of  Temperrnoe’*"  in  the  stale,  if  not 
In  the  United  St-tes,  haring  been  Initiated  In  Jeddo  ririslon  Sons 
ofTemporsnee  Ho.  S3,  June  81,  1647,  by  the  old  wnr-horao  Phillip 
3. White  of  Phllado Iphln.Ro.  and  he  has  never  violated  his  pledge. 

In  January  1862,  he  tras  mode  an  Odd  Fellow  In  Idooeohll  loclr 
Lodge  No.  25,  of  Haverhill, H.  H*  He  la  a nenbor  of  K.  H,  St  >rt  evr-.nt 
Post,  2,  'J.A.H.  of  Gonoord,  and  its  oldest  member.  He  hr-s  boon  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace  and  ruomia  for  years. 

On  the  12th  day  of  Novembor  1898, tho  day  ho  was  70  ye-rs  of 
age,  he  received  a shock  of  prrolysls,  and  since  he  unrhlc  to 

perform  any  mnnaal  labor.  For  twenty  years  previous  10  hi?  hra.k- 
do\m,he  had  done  some  genealogical  work,  but  in  a desultory  v/ay, 
and  since  his  brea.k'down,  he  took  it  up  as  a business.  He  hue  com- 
piled and  published  severel  gcnenlogiee. His  wife  is  0.  memher  of 
assocletlon  of  hrmy  Nurses  of  the  civil  war.  On  tho  seventeenth 
day  of  iP;:/,  1914,  ho  received  a second  shook,  reeultinp  in  the 
complete  loco  of  his  right  hand,  '-nd  p-^irtlally  so  with  hi?  loft,
